ULTIMATUM COMES 


Cuban Resolutions Passed and Ready for 


President's Signature, 


When Spain Will Be Given 24 or 48 Hours to 


Answer Our Demands. 
Army and 


Navy Preparing For Conflict. 


(Special Dispatch to The Transcript.) 


Washington, April 19.—Cuban re^olu- 


tions, for intervention but not recogni- 
tion, were passed by both senate and 
house early this morning in a prolonga- 
tion of yesterday's session. They are now 
siened by everyone necessary except the 
President, who will sign them as soon as 
the ultimatum to Spain has been pre- 
pared. 


The resolutions are a compromise be- 


tween house and senate, and were reached 
only after several conferences. They in- 
clude the statement that Cuba is and 
should be free but do not recognize the 
Cuban republic. 


All attention is now turned to prepara- 


tions for war. The cabinet and President 
are wort-ng in perfect harmony, and the 
resolutions will be signed by the Presi- 
dent at the same time that the ultimatum 
to Spain is prepared. The two will be 
practically one act and signed together. 


This ultimatum will give notice to Spain 


to comply with the resolutions in either 
24 or 48 hours. The President favors al- 
lowing the Spanish government two or 
three days.as that time must elapse before 
our troops are ready to move to a Cuban 
port. 


Plans are now formulated in congress to 


place 200,000 men at the disposal of the 
President. 
This includes 27,000 m the 


regular army, 100,000 militia, and 60,000 
other volunteers. 


The war department practically decided 


today that the first call to arms would be 
80,000 men from the militia of the several 
states. It will not be issued today. 


Three branches of the regular army be- 


gan their movement toward the south 
from all parts of the United States today. 
The four 
points to which the army 


moves art) Chickamauga battle field, 
Tampa, New Orleans and Mobile. Ad- 
vance agents of the department have 
made all arrangements for their recep- 
tion. The troops carry 30 days' rations. 


The Spanish Minister Barnabe was still 


at his post this noon. As soon as he has 
received official notice that the Cnbau 
resolution is a law he will not await fur- 
ther formalities but take the initative 
towards his departure. 


PROGRESS OF RESOLUTIONS 


From Congress to tbe President, Cabi- 


net Meeting. 


(Special Dispatch to The Transcript) 


Washington, April 19.—Speaker Reed 


signed the Cuban resolutions at 12.06 
today. They were brought to the senate 
at 12.25. 
Vice President Hobart signed 


them at once. Teey reached the White 
House at 1.30. 


The cabinet met at noon and discussed 


the resolutions. The president and hi3 


advisors are satisfied with them and are 
prepared to act immediately and in har- 
mony. Chief discussion was over the 
ultimatum to Spain, which will be signed 
by the President with the resolutions. 


The cabinet adjourned until 3.30 after a 


short session in which the above decision 
was reached. The house adjourned at 
12.30. 


Congress is now occupied with plans 


for the war which cannot be avoided 
short of a miracle. The navy department 
was today authorized to buy seven yachts 
for the auxiliary navy. 


The President reached his office at 10. 


Everything about the executive mansion 
was quiet. No callers were permitted to 
see the President.

Washlnstpn, April 19.—Both house* «1 


congress have spoken^ 
They have 


adopted resolutions directing the pres- 
ident to Intervene with force In Cuba, 
and compel Spain to withdraw her troops 
and lower her flag from, the island of 
Cuba. 


Congress haa now spoken its last word. 


The president alone has to act. Only his 
action or the absolute and unconditional 
surrender of Spain stands between this 
country and war. 


For more than 13 hours yesterday the 


two house* fought over the resolutions. 
The house was deteflkilned that the In- 
dependence of the present Insignificant 
government of Cuba should not be rec- 
ognized. The senate stubbornly insisted 
upon its resolution. 


The senate was the flrst to give way. 


Finding that the house would not yield, 
and that unless It made1 concessions 
there would be a hopeless deadlock, it 
agreed to surrender the clause eliminat- 
ing recognition of the existing Insurgent 
government. 


Then for tha next eight hours there 


wag a contest between the two houses 
over the exact wording of the resolu- 
tions. The senate insisted that congress 
nhould declare that the Cubans of to- 
day are free and independent; the house, 
with equal insistence, maintained their 
freedom, and independence must be left 
to the future. Back and forth between 
the two houses the resolutions traveled, 
each body obstinately Insisting upon the 
othejr yielding. Time af ter^ time the res- 


olutions were sent to comerence. 
not until 1 o'clock this morning that an 
agreement could be reached. 


Mr. Davis' motion to concur in the

United States to demand and the gov- 
ernment of the United States does here- 
by demand that the government of Spain 
at once relinquish its authority and gov- 
ernment in the island of Cuba and with- 
draw Its land and naval forces from 
Cuba and Cuban waters. 


"Third, that the president of the United 


State* be, and hereby is, directed and 
empowered to use the entire land and 
naval forces of the United States, and 
to call Into the actual service of the 
United States the militia of the several 
elates, to such extent as may be neces- 
sary te carry these resolutions Into ef- 
fect 


"Fourth, that the United States here- 


by disclaims any disposition or Intention 
to exercise sovereignty, jurisdiction or 
control over said Island, except for the 
pacification thereof, and asserts Its de- 
termination when that is accomplished 
to leave the government and control of 
tha Island to its peoplfl,"

Madrid, April 19.—The joint resolutions 


of the United States congress have been 
received here and the general belief is 
that war is inevitable, for Spain will not 
weaken.

Feeling In Jr»nce. 


New York, April 19.—William Sprague, 


the war governor of Rhode Island, ar- 
rived here yesterday from a six month*' 
•ojourn in Paris. He said to a reporter; 
"The 
governing classes, at least in 


Paris, which !• France, favors Spain. 
Of the Innumerable newspapers in Paris, 
only two, so far as I am aware, favor the 
TTnited States. The governing men of 
Fraace, or rath«r the republic's officials, 
do not say anything openly, but have it 
Driven out that they do not approve the 
Intervention of the United States In 
Cuba. The cause of this feeling Is prin- 
cipally, I think, the sympathy of one 
Latin raoe for another, which sympathy 
Is growing stronger as against the sug- 
gestion of an Anglo-American alliance." 


A »a* Bargain. 


Falmouth, Eng , April 19.—The United 


States torpedo boat Somers, purchased 
for the American government in Ger- 
many, which has twice had to maka 
port while on her voyage to the United 
States, collided yesterday afternoon 
with the masonary at the entrance ol 
the dock m which she was being placed 
for repairs, defects in her machinery 
having made heV leak in several places. 
As a lesult of the accident the stem of 
the Somers was smashed, which means 
that there will be further delay in put- 
ting her in shape for another start. 


Positions Bald For Them. 


Washington, April 19.—Secretary Gaga 


has issued a circular In which he states 
that in case any officer, clerk or em- 
ploye under the treasury department 
desires to leave the service temporarily 
to engage in the military service m tha 
event of war he may be reinstated at 
any time within one year. Temporary 
appointments will be made to fill places 
to vacated, with the understanding that 
upon the return of the employe the tem- 
porary clerk will be removed so that 
the former occupant of the place can be 
reinstated. 


Going to Havana. 


Jacksonville, April 19.—The Plant llns 


steamship Olivette sailed from Tampa 
lor Havana Monday afternoon with 145 
Spanish refugees on board. 
These are 


a small portion of a colony of 5000 lo- 
cated at Tampa, almost all of whom will 
remain. The refugees to Cjba are youns 
men and those without interests in 
Tampa. 


Proposal to Insurgents. 


Madrid, April 19.—It Is asserted on *

.insurgents' camp is limited to an offer jj 
to the Insurgent chiefs to recognize their 
present grades in the future 'n the in- 
sular army after the withdrawal of the 
Spanish forces from Cuba, "which will 
remain under the protectorate of Spain 
with a governor, preferentially a civil- 
ian."

WILL SEASIDE RESORTS BE DESERTED 


FOR FEAR OF SPANISH GUNS? 


If So, the Mountain and Other Interior 


Resorts Will Be Crowded All Summer 
IiODffi Since Few Are Going to Europe. 
Another Notable Sermon Course. 


' NEW 'YORK, April 19.—[Special.] — 
There is (rouble a-plonty nincmg tha own- 
ers of shore resort hotels and cottages. 
They fear tho worst as to the coming soa- 
gon, and while it might not bo quite 
right to sny that thoro is corresponding 
elation among those interested in moun- 
tain and othor interior resorts it is true 
that they arc looking for a season suoh as 
they have never seen before. 


Noturnlly this appeals mightily to Now 


York, since millions of dollars' worth of 
Burnujer resort property, both shore and 
inlnnd, is owned here, while thousands 
and perhaps tons of thousands ot New 
Yorkers are even now making their plans 
for the warm weather vacation. 


"You BSD," said the proprietor of large 


properties on the Jersey ooast, who also 
managers a well known city hotel, to mo 
yesterday, "the people seem to have got it 
into thoir heads that the shore resorts 
will bo dangerous places during the com- 
ing months. Now, for my part, I disagree 
with them, no matter what the conditions. 
War begun against Spain now should bo 
finished by the time tho outing season is 
•well undor way, but oven should the strug- 
gle bo raging at midsummer I see no roa- 
son to apprehend danger at tho resorts* 
Wnr vessels cannot got close enough to the 
shore to land troops, and there would be 
no objoot in thoir doing this anyway, 
while even Spaniards would not stoop to 
the shelling of a lot of unprotected hotels 
and private cottages. Even if they wore 
to do this the summer crowds would not 
bo in inuoh peril, judging from tho stories 
of bad Spanish marksmanship that have 
recently been published. 


"Besides, thoro is every reason to sup- 


pose that the Spanish ships will have trou- 
ble enough fighting tho vessels of our own 
navy and will have no time to moon 
around our coasts firing on pleasure Beefe- 
ers. 


Coming Contents of Resorts. 


"Had the Cuban complication not come 


to tho front," continued the speaker, "we 
should have had a magnificent season at 
all the American summer resorts, on the 
shore, in tho motintnins, east and west. 
European travel by Americans was sure to 
be greatly reduced because of the Dingloy 
tariff provisions. Under the Wilson tariff 
each home coming traveler could bring in 
a large quantity of wearing apparel free of 
duty. Women with plenty of money to 
spend could easily save enough on a for- 
eign bought wardrobe to pay all or a part 
of a summer's expenses in Europe. Under 
the Dingley tariff it is different, the valuo 
of wearing apparel admitted free being 
limited to $100, and I havo personal 
knowledge that a largo number of society 
folk who have passed most of tbeir recent 
summers on the other side bad planned 
before the present crisis to stay at home 
this year. 


"It has been estimated that American 


travelers in Europe leave $100,000,000 
there every year. I am satisfied that this 
is too much; but still the sum is a large 
one, and it is safe to predict, in view of 
the circumstances I have just mentioned 
and the war scare, which seems to have 
stopped tho outgoing tide almost com- 
pletely for the present, that several mil- 
lions of dollars will be paid out at the 
American resorts this year which in or- 
dinary circumstances would be carried 
abroad. In the absence of a war scare 
every respectable summer resort would 
have been crowded this year. As it is 
there is going to be a regular war of re- 
sorts, 
"It will be policy on the part of the in- 


land resort keepers to spread reports that 
the seaside resorts are bound to be in 
great danger, and I haven't the least 
doubt that more than one mountain hotel 
man has already concocted a fetching cir- 
cular depicting the perils of the shore as 
he sees them with piopbetio eyes. At the 
same time I believe those who own cot- 
tages by the ooean will occupy them as 
usual, and that their action will make 
bold the hearts of those who ordinarily 
spend their summers at the seaside hotels. 
But I am free to admit that this boldness 
will have to be ro-enforood by some pretty 
ingenious advertising, and that one shell 
from a Spanish man-of-war would end the 
shure season everywhere." 


Money That Will Stay at Home. 


Talk about the monoy that will be spent 


in America instead of Europe by reason of 
a decrease in foreign travel brings to mind 
the oft printed statement referred to by 
the speaker above quoted that the sum to- 
tal spent yearly in Europe by traveling 
Americans amounts to 8100,000,000 or 
thereabout. It may be that this estimate 
is not an exaggeration, but the steamship 
men certainly think it is. 
According to their records, the normal 
number of first cabin passengers going 
from tho United States to Europe annual- 
ly is not far from 65,000, while the aver- 
age expenditure of each is somewhere in 
tho neighborhood of 5500. It is true that 
the rich spend a good deal more than that, 
but the majority of those who go to Eu- 
rope every year arc not rich. They are 
schoolteachers, students, college profess- 
ors, clerks, tired out professional men in 
moderate circumstances. A largo propor- 
tion of these tourists out their expenses far 
below 8500, many not exceeding $300, and 
this is especially true of those who go in 
largo parties or remain on tho other side 
for a shorter period than one month. 


It is quite possible that the estimate of 


the steamship men is inaccurate, but if it 
be correct tho total of American money 
sjjeut abroad every, year is about $27,500,- 
000, 
or only $9,500,000 more than one 


quarter as much ns tho commonly accept- 
ed estimate. But even this figure may bs 
too largo, ginco many of the 55,000 must 
of necessity bo Europeans returning home 
from visits to America. 


Another Jamei Course of Sermons.

Rlgga of the Auburn Theological seminary 
will speak for the Presbyterians and the 
P.6V. W. H. P. Founce, D. D., of the Fifth 
Avenue church, Now York, for the Bap- 
tists.

Engine aud Boiler Kim Dowu Hill, 


Sinaivliiug tl»e Former. 


D. B. Cook, while moving a portable 


saw mill to the Walker farm at Bowen's 
Corners last Saturday afternoon met with 
his usual good luck. The boiler and en- 
gino are united, forming the heaviest part 
of the apparatus. Jf he boiler is on a car- 
riage and on top of the boiler is placed 
the engine. 
The two together weigh 


about 9,500 pounds. 


Tho mill is a new one and came by 


freight to Adams Saturday morning for 
Wallace Barber. Mr. Barber bought it 
for $600 aud had contracted to saw a lot of 
soft lumber at the Walker farm for O. B. 
Cook. In the contract was the agreement 
that Mr. Cook should move the engine 
and boiler to the farm for Sir. Barber. 
Accordingly six strong horses were 
hitched to the apparatus and they started 
for the mountain. 


Bowen's Corners was reached and when 


at a point just above John Bowen's farm, 
where the road inrns toward Henry Hurt's 
farm, 
Mr. 
Cook 
and 
bis men 


started to draw the boiler through 
the 
meadow 
to 
the 
wood lot. 


Everything went well until they came to a 
sharp turn in the road. The lead horses 
could not pull and there was a steep hill 
just ahead. Tackles were adjusted and 
the horses were placed on top of the 
hill where they begau to draw. 


The engine and boiler went along nicely 


and had just reached the summit of the 
hill when one of the wheels ol the 
carriage struck a stone and caused such a 
jar that broke one of the small guy ropes. 
The engine and boiler went rolling down 
the hill to a pile of cobble stones below. 
Here the thing tipped over and the en- 
gine was smashed like window glass. The 
boiler waa badly dented. 


Mr. Cook and another man who were 


blocking the wheels had narrow escapes 
from being run down. Later the boiler 
was moved up the hill and Mr. Cook has 
ordered a new engine which will be 
shipped in a few days. 
The accident 


causes considerable loss, not only from 
the fact that the boiler and engine were 
smashed, but because 1kfrr~Cook has a 
large contract to furnish lumber1 for the 
new dam to be built at Greenfield and 
20.000 feet was to have been shipped there 
Wednesday. The new engine will cost

He Succeeds Depew. 


Samnel R. Callaway, who succeeds 


Cbanncey Depew as president of the 
New York Central railway, the latter 
having been made a sort of Pooh Bah 
of the entire Vanderbilt system, is a 
practical railroad man of wide experi- 
ence who baa bad a wonderfully suc- 
cessful career. President Callaway is a 
Dative of Canada and began railroading 
as an office boy in the employ of the 
Grand Trunk 85 years ago. After six 
years of training he was made chief 
olerk to the general superintendent oi 
the Great Western railway and from 
1871 to 1874 he was secretary to the

.general manager .of the same road. 
From 1874 to 1878 he was superintend- 
ent of the Detroit, Saginaw and Bay 
City railroad. He was general manage] 
of the Chicago and Grand Trunk and 
president of the Chicago and Western 
Indiana Belt line from 1881 to 1884, 
leaving this line to become second vice 
president of the Union Pacific railwaj j 
and controlled lines. In 1887 he was 
elected president of the Toledo, St. 
Louis and Kansas City, holding thai 
office until January, 1895, when he be- 
came president of the New York, Chi- \ 
cago and St. Louis, more popularlj 
known as the Nickel Plate. In 1897 h< 
was made president of that importanl 
Vanderbilt property the Lake Shore and 
Michigan Southern railroad and now h( 
has about Reached the top notch of the 
business. 


The Declaration of Independence. 
The Declaration is divided into twc 


parts—first, the statement of certain 
general principles of the rights of men 
and peoples, and, second, an attack on 
George III as a tyrant, setting forth in 
a series of propositions the wronga done 
by him to the Americans which justified 
them in rebellion. Criticism baa been 
directed first against the attack on tn< 
king, then to the originality of the doc- 
trines enunciated, then against th< 
statement of the rights of man, Jeffer- 
son's "salt evident truths" and finally 
against the style. 


The last criticism is easily disposed 


of. Year after year, for more'than a 
century, the Declaration of Independ- 
ence has been solemnly read in ever; 
city, town and hamlet in the United 
States to thousands of Americans, whc 
have heard it over and over again, and 
who. listen to it in reverent silence and 
rejoice that, it is theirs^to read. If il 
had been badly written, the most robust 
patriotism would be incapable of thii 
habit. False rhetoric or tufgid sen- 
tences would have been their own death 
warrant, and the pervading American 
sense of humor would have seen to iti 
execution. The mere faot that Jeffer- 
son's words have stood successfully thii 
endless repetition is infallible proof that 
the Declaration has the true and higfc 
literary quality which alone could him 
preserved through such trials its im- 
pressivenesa and its savor. To those whc 
will study the Declaration carefully 
from the literary side, it is soon appar- 
ent that the English is fine, the torn 
noble and dignified, and the atylo strong, 
clear and imoorina.

United States Will Not Allow 


. Privateering. 


KQT CONSIDERED GOOD POLICY. 


United States Will Not Wago a War of 


Destruction and Conquest Against Spain. 
Independence of Cuba All That Is De- 
•Ireel—Consequences of Misrule. 


WASHINGTON, April IS.—[Special.]—Tho 


United States government has definitely 
decided that it will not grant letters of 
mnr^uo to privateers. Years ago priva- 
teering was a conspicuous jcrt of Ameri- 
can naval activity upon tho high seas and 
many of the most lioi'oio feats known to 
our maritime history were performed by 
privateers. No doubt exists of tho legality 
and legitimacy of privateering. As I stat- 
ed in a fonnor dispatch to your paper, the 
United States declined to join the conven- 
tion of Paris, which put n stop to priva- 
teering by tho nations which signed it. 
Spain also declined to sign, and therefore 
no moral restraint rests upon this country 
to abstain from issuing letters of marque 
and reprisal. 


But in the opinion of the president it 


would not bo good policy to do go at this 
time. Privatesring might rouse antago- 
nistic sentiment in Europe, nnd rrhilo wa 
are not fearful of Europe's censure we do 
wish her good opinion and good will. Nor 
is privateering a necessity ot this time. 
Wo have a navy fully able to copowith the 
sea power of Spain. There is no need to 
call upon private enterprise to equip ships 
end go forth destroying Spanish com- 
merce. Instead of adopting this policy, 
which would be in lino with precedents, 
our government CM purchased many of 
tha ships which wero available for priva- 
teering and is Bonding thorn out armed 
and inclined by our regular naval forces. 


Not a War of Destruction. 


Nor it is likely that the United States 


will engage- extensively in the business of 
destroying Spanish commerce unless tha 
Spanish navy first sots the pace by captur- 
ing American merchant vessels. At tbe 
present time it is not tho intention of the 
United States to engage in a desperate 
war of destruction against Spain. Wo seek 
moro the independence of Cuba than the 
conquest of the Spanish people. Unless 
goaded to it the United States will not 
carry on the war with all tho terrible en- 
ergy of which it is capable. But if the oc- 
casion arises there are plenty of Spanish 
merchantmen upon which to seek repris- 
als. It is a mistake to assume that Spain 
has only a small commerce upon the high 
teas. The navy department has compiled 
a list of Spanish steamship lines. There 
are more than 60 of those lines, their ships 
running to Cuba and other parts of Amer- 
ica, to Africa and to various ports of Eu- 
rope. These companies have 160 steam- 
ships in commission. As a matter of fact 
the ocean commerce of Spain liable to at- 
tack and capture in war is greater than 
that of the United States, because the bulk 
of our ocean carrying trade is coastwise, 
and these coasting vessels can quickly run 
to port for shelter. 


Conditions Have Chanted. 


It Is doubtful if privateering would pay 


now as it did in the old days. The sailing 
ship has pretty well disappeared from the 
geas, and privateers to be successful now 
would have to possess considerable speed 
to enable thorn to overtake the steamships 
of the transportation lines, and they 
would also find it necessary to carry large 
coal supplies, so that they might remain 
a long time away from their base of oper- 
ations. This would doubtless prove the 
greatest difficulty in the way of successful 
privateering in modern times. The mer- 
chant steamers plying from port to port 
would always bo sure of having sufficient 
coal supply aboard, while the privateers 
would be hampered by the necessity of 
running back to American ports at fre- 
quent intervals for new supplies 


In the old days great fortunes were won 


at privateering, and there is no doubt that 
in case war between Spain and the United 
States should be prolonged and privateer- 
ing were authorized by our government 
many adventurous Americans would be 
glad of a chance to engage in it. They 
would fit up fasb steamers and yachts with 
rapid fire guns and go,forth trying their 
luck upon the enemy's merchantmen. It 
ia rare sport, a game for heavy stakes, 
with large spice of danger in the playing 
of it, and therefore quite to the liking of 
our maritime classes. 


Spain's misrule in Cuba, now about to 


bring upon that nation its natural and 
inevitable consequences, has brought to 
the front the interesting fact that Spain's 
misrule in the Philippine islands is quite 
as notorious as in Cuba. The Philip- 
pine revolt has broken out again, and it 
begins to look as if Spain's days as a colo- 
nial power woro nearly over. One by one 
she has lost all her colonies in America, 
whore a century ago she possessed a vast 
empire, excepting Cuba and Puerto Bico. 
Cuba is now lost, and it can be only a 
question of months, perhaps" of weeks, 
whan the Spanish flag will cease to fly 
over that island. Whether or not Spain 
|g to lose Puerto Bioo along with Cuba re- 
mains to be determined, but hero in Wash- 
ington the feeling is very strong that "the 
tail should go with tho hide" and Spain 
bo driven out of tbo western hemisphere. 


Spain's Colonial Policy. 


The trouble with Spain as a colonial 


power is constitutional. It ia found in 
Spanish character. The Spaniards look 
upon every colony as a pasture ground, as 
a berry patch kept for them to pick in. 
They have nono of tho Anglo-Saxon idea 
of creating nations out of their colonies, 
of attaching the pooplo to tho fatherland 
by ties of patriotism and brotherly love, of 
building up a colony and making it rich 
and prosperous. They rule only to enrich 
themselvofc 
Thia has been the history cf 


Spain In every colony she ever had in any 
'part of the world. 


Spain loses her colonies because she ia 


not fit to rulo them. Today in tho Philip- 
pines sho pursues the samo fatal policy 
that she has followed for two centuries in 
Cuba. Instead of promoting tho welfare 
of the natives of tho Philippines, Spain 
taxes them nigh unto death, just as she 
has taxed tho people of Cuba. In tbo Philip- 
pines, precisely as in Cuba, the Spanish 
governors rob tbo people and enrich them- 
selves. Tha customs and ail other civil 
institutions aro corrupt and rotten. Spain 
does not know how to sot up schools, to 
build roads, to aid tho people of a colony 
in developing themselves and the resources 
of thoir country. Sho Js a slave driver, a 
trader, not a oivilizer, and these radical 
defects in her national character show 
why sho is unablo to retain colonies in 
this era of humane and •enlightened gov- 
ernment.

Cream or 
ivory tinted curtains are softer looking 
aud more effective. To this advice The 
Decorator and Furnisher adds the fol- 
lowing: 


Madras muslin will to much used

Frilled curtains will find a rival in 


those with fringed edges. For really 
handsome curtains none can compare 
with those of cluny lace, but the high 
price places them beyond the reach of a 
moderate purse. 


Velveteen is a material which lends 


itsejf easily to graceful draping, and 
tho manufacturers have bestowed great 
skill in the production of thia material. 
It can now be b'J.ght printed with 
handsome floral designs. Poppies, peo- 
nies and tulips are the flowers chiefly 
employed in its deooraton. 
Velveteen, 


on account of its being easily cleaned, 
is a very economical material. 


Cretonnes are giving place to chintz, 


which, with their stiffness of surface 
and design, recall the primness of our 
grandparents' ideas of furnishing. The 
only recommendation which chintzes 
have is Jhat they are almost everlasting 
in wear, though whether that is a point 
in their favor is questionable. Tne rival 
of chintzes aa a novelty of the season ia 
a fabric called "printed tissues." These 
are really linen cretonnes. 


The cheapest way of buying curtains 


is to Buy the material by the yard, a 
large pair requiring seven yards. From 
the outside it is impossible to tell that 
tho curtains are not woven as a pair, 
•while inside, if tho curtains are prettily 
bunched up, the lack of a border at the 
bottom is very inconspicuous. Very 
novel and pretty are curtain holders 
made of Ilk to represent flowers or but- 
terflies, fastened to clips like candle 
clips. The only objection to them ia 
that they soil and require renewing. 


The TTp to Date Cook's Stock. 


No up to date cook prepares the stock 


from which her dinner soup is made the 
day the soup is needed. According to 
the New York Tribune, stock for at 
least a week's supply should be made at 
once. Then the preparation of the daily 
dinner soup will not occupy more than 
15 or 25 minutes. When consomme ia 
served several times in the week, the 
entire amount used is made at once and 
the different garnishes are added the 
day it is served. It ia the same with 
sauces, and by a little calculation a good 
manager can easily discover about what 
proportion of each sauce is necessary for 
a month's supply. This, once prepared, 
the table is revolutionized so that tha 
sameness that characterizes the plain 
roast and broiled meats is no longei 
known. A new sauce each day gives an 
entirely different flavor to the meats 
and vegetables. 


An Embroidered Veil Holder. 


The veil case, always a useful trifle, 


blossoms out afresh with all the other 
new things and finds its fashion fixed 
for the ensuing season. One of proper 
form can be made by the following di- 
rections from the New York Herald: 
Make it in the form of a sheet of note 
paper folded once and about 6 by 9 
inches in size when folded. Let the 
foundation be of cardboard, covered on 
the outside with white or tinted linen 
and lined with pink, bine, yellow, lav- 
ender or green silk, laid over one thick- 
ness of wadding, on which violet or rose

yond the upper and lower edges. 


When the veils are folded and laid 


within the case, the linen extensions 
are turned back over them and the case 
is closed. 
Thus are these delicate en- 


hancers of beauty protected from both 
dust and dampness and at the same,time 
made fragrant with the odor of blos- 
soms. 


A Novel Beverage. 


Marmalade glace is a new thing 


which the New York Herald eays will 
have great vogue for evening parties 
hereafter. For thia a jar of orange 
marmalade is taken and ie mixed with 
th6 juice of six lemons, the jttlce cf six 
oranges, water and sugar. Precisely 
how much water will make up a propei 
mixture can only be told by experi- 
ment. Cracked ice in a large quantity ie 
added until the liquid is very nearly 
frozen. It should stand until it is thor- 
oughly chilled. The tang of the marma- 
lade, which is scattered through this 
mixture in small pieces, gives the whole 
a novel and an agreeable taste. 


Crumbled Eggs. 


Beat up 8 eggs in a basin, add to 


them a tablespoonini of raiik and an 
ounce of butter, stir the mixture briskly 
over the fire for two or three minutes, 
and dish on rounds of well buttered 
toast. The eggs thus cooked should 
present the appearance of broken curds.

the meeting at City Point between Alex- 
ander H. Stephens, vice president of the 
Confederate states, and other southern 
commissioners and President Lincoln 
and Secretary Seward to discuss pre- 
liminaries of peace. Many officers, in- j 
eluding General Grant and General Por- 
ter, were in attendance on this meeting. 


Vice President Stephens was a sal- 


low, undersized man, whose skin seem- 
ed shriveled on his bones. One of the 
officers said of him, at the end of an in- 
terview, "The Lord seems to have rob- 
bed that man's body of all its flesh and, 
blood to make brains of them." 


On his arrival, Mr. Stephens, says 


General Porter, was wrapped from his 
eyes to his heels in a coarse gray over- 
coat about three sizes too large for him, 
with a collar so high that it threatened 
to lift his hat off every time he leaned 
his head back.

How the Now Brooklyn Bridfro Deal Has 


Boomed Real Estate-Pity the Sor.

Wbou tho suggestion to rnu tbe trol- 


ley and elevated lines of Brooklyn over 
the East river bridge was first made, it 
proused a storm of opposition, but no 
f eople were louder in their denunciation 
of tbe scheme than tbe owners of sub- 
urban property In the City of Churches. 
They declared that it would have the 
effect; of obliterating Brooklyn to all in- 
tents and purposes, and they were con- 
sequently "exceeding wroth." Tho 
effect has, however, been the very pppo- 
eito to what was expected by these* peo- 
ple, and they are now loud m their 
praise of the arrangement, which has 
caused their property to boom in the 
most unexpected and unaccountable 
manner. Prices have gone up to fig- 
ures just inside the prohibitive limit, 
and even under those conditions it is 
disposed of rapidly. Their advertise- 
ments now contain the announcement 
that it is only so many minutes "to tho 
city hall, New York, for a 5 cent fare." 
The New Jersey suburban resorts have 
of course suffered in consequence, and 
in order to induce the multiplication 
of the commuter the most attractive 
prices have had to be offered. Rents, 
too, in those places have taken a tum- 
ble, so that the running of the Brooklyn 
cars over tho bridge has surprised thou- 
sands of persons, many of whom would 
have laughed to scorn the mere sugges- 
tion that they were even remotely in- 
terested in the change. 


The Newly Poor. 


"Pity the sorrows of the nouveaux 


pauvres!" says one of the many woman 
writers for the press in this city. In all 
Bad and sober seriousness they have need 
of much greater sympathy than the 
nouveaux riches. The latter have at 
least a future; the former have nothing 
but a past and, as a rule, a past •which 
did its worst to equip them for tbe sor- 
did practical details of life. Whether 
the nouveaux riches have wit enough to 
appreciate it or no, they have the as- 
aurance that in a generation or two ifc 
will be possible to live down all hint of 
vulgar origin. In these days of rapid 
evolution, when the slow, unhaetening 
processes of nature herself are forced 
and quickened, the development of the 
aristocrat is little more than a matter 
of presto, change. The magic wand of 
money does the rest. But if the devel- 
opment in one \vay is rapid, so is it in 
the other; if anything, more so. Going 
down hill is always easier than going 
up, and unraveling is less difficult than 
knitting. Despite all earnest efforts to 
the contrary, the mother who belongs to 
the nouveaus panvres must see her chil- 
dren insensibly retrograde, must become 
aware of their lapsing from many little 
social graces and habits only to be re- 
tained by luxury and the wherewithal 
by which luxury is maintained. Take 
the question of napkin rings. Upon no 
punctilious table in this city do these 
one time indispeiisables appear now- 
adays, yet fresh napkins at every meal 
is a practice that only households* of 
ample means can afford. As two small 
children took their seats at a summer 
hotel table last summer they cried, with 
astonishment, "Why, mamma, what 
are thesa funny little rings around the 
napkins for?" The mother explained 
that they were napkin rings, whereat 
the children wanted to know "why we 
never have them. Our napkins are al- 
ways just folded. I think it's lots more 
fun when they're rolled like this." No 
explanation was needed to assure the 
onlookers that, whatever else the new- 
comers might or might not be, their 
home table was elegant in appointments 
whioh to the children were merely so 
much daily fare. 


Refinements Hard to Give Tip. 


All refinements of this sort must be 


in time relinquished by the nouveaux 
pauvres. It is all very vvell to take a 
stand against it, to declare that never 
under any circumstances, and no matter 
•what tbe pressure, will yon condescend 
to lower certain standards that have 
grown to seem inexorable, but nothing 
fa surer than that it will come eventual- 
ly. This very question of fresh napkins 
at every meal, as discussed by a woman 
plunged suddenly from the heights of 
prosperity to tbe depths of an extremely 
limited income, brought forth the dec- 
laration that never would she suffer 
her family to pnt up with anything 
else, "I'll sift up all night and launder 
the napkins myself if there's no other 
way, "she said. '' Anything sooner than 
have them use the same napkin twice." 
Today the napkin ring is a staple ap- 
pointment upon that table. Like Mot- 
ley, the nouveaux pauvres find the ne- 
cessities easy enough to forego. It is the 
luxuries of life that they miss, as it is 
the absence of these which ultimately 
make them feel that they have in a 
measure forfeited what is theirs by 
birthright.

Hockey Fink For Toronto. 
It is stated that next fall in the west 


end of Toronto there will be built such 
a hockey rink as cannot be found any- 
where west of Ottawa. 


Mr. H. J. P. Good has sent out a cir- 


cular to many of the leading business 
men of Toronto asking their opinion of 
a proposal that there should be built In 
Toronto a building suitable for horse 
shows, great political meetings and 
such conventions as those of the Ep- 
worth league, Christian Endeavor and 
others which bring thousands of people 
together. 


The building mentioned would be 


large enough to hold, if necessary, 15,- 
000 people, yet Its interior seating ar- 
rangements so adjustable that smaller 
crowds could be accommodated com- 
fortably. It could be used as a riding 
school in summer and in a day's notice 
made ready for a great hockey match. 
The seats, the fences and everything in 
the interior would be movable. 


It is estimated that the xvhole thing 


could be financed for $150,000, and to 
raise the money it Is proposed to list 
15,000 shares at $10 each. As there is 
nothing of the kind in Ontario it is 
thought that many outside of Toronto 
would subscribe for shares and lead- 
ing men take stock liberally. It would 
undoubtedly be a great convenience to 
have such a building, and if a. dozen 
men would give the thing a good start 
It could be carried through sucessfully. 


Long Faces Probable, 


If the owners and trainers of race 


horses will consent, It is probable that 
the public's desires to witness longer 
races will be gratified this year. These 
races are undoubtedly popular with the 
public, but they do not receive proper 
encouragement from the owners. Colo- 
nel Fellows of the Coney Island Jockey 
club believes in long distance races, and 
It Is more than probable that they will 
be seen at the Sheepshead Bay track if 
enough owners can be found who will 
train horses for them. 
It Is not likely that longer races than 


the Belmont Stakes In the spring and 
the Municipal in the fall will be seen 
at the Westchester track this year. In 
the beginning of the early season there 
are very few horses fit to go a couple 
of miles, and unless a big inducement 
was held out owners would not be 
tempted to prepare horses for long 
races. When the meeting opens at 
Sheepshead Bay, the horses are in the 
pink of condition, and it is likely that 
long races would fill well.

The National Cycle Track association 


Is planning to hold a big circuit of 
meets this year. Application has been 
submitted to the L. A. W. racing board 
for sanction to hold races during May, 
June, July, August and September. The 
opening meet of the circuit will be on 
May 21. The track owners are con- 
vinced that sprint and middle distance 
professional races will be the big fea- 
tures at the American meets, and their 
policy will 'be to cater to riders of these 
classes and offer liberal purses.

Shooting Wild Turkeys. 


A good way to kill wild turkeys is to 


discover where a brood runs and feeds. 
This is usually found in some unfre- 
quented place, with a- swamp near by 
and good feeding. Corn should be scat- 
tered about in different places, and the 
spot should be visited every day to see 
If taken. Having become assured that 
the flock is coming every morning, for 
they begin to feed at daybreak, then 
construct a blind of brush and poles, 
but bear in mind it must not betray the 
marks of the ax. Use dead brush and 
build as if thrown together by the wind, 


As soon as the blind is built scatter 


corn in front of it 15 to 20 yards away. 
The turkeys will soon take this bait. 
Bait again, say in the afternoon, and 
be in the blind long before daylight 
next morning. Be still as an owl and 
await the coming of the birds. Just as 
the mantle of night is lifting and the 
rosy hue in the east is more pronounc- 
ed you .will probably see them coming. 
You may see as many as a dozen or 
more. This is an exciting moment. On 
they come, feeding, scratching the soil 
here and there, but always watching for 
suspicious signs. 


At last, coming to the spot where the 


corn is thickest, a number of heads and 
necks come together. Aim -where the 
necks are thickest, and you may be 
lucky enough to kill three or four birds 
with one shot. If, however, it is for the 
true sport, pick out the best bird 'and 
kill him and then turn the other barrel 
on a bird on the wing and bring him 
down in a sportsmanlike manner. Kill- 
ing three or four turkeys in one shot 
savors of pot hunting, but as tha wild 
turkey is so hard to get and -will not 
lay well In hunting with dogs, it is so 
watchful and shy and wonderfully 
Quick on the wing and legs, many argue 
to take him any way you may be fortu- 
nate to find him. 


"Pittsburg Phil's" Tomb, 


"Pittsburg Phil," the turf plunger, 


otherwise George E. Smith, who is seek- 
ing health in Florida, has built on a 
beautiful slope in Uniondale cemetery, 
overlooking West End avenue, in Alle- 
ghany, Pa., a tomb at a cost of $73,000. 
It Is the finest tomb in western Penn- 
sylvania. 
The tomb is of his own design. The 


simplicity of its appearance makes it 
very attractive. Every stone and piece 
of marble and granite was inspected 
and picked out by the great plunger 
himself. 
The mausoleum is nearly 30 feet In 


height. It is 19% feet long by 13% .feet 
wide and contains 11 crypts, all of which 
can be hermetically sealed after bodies 
have been placed in them. There are 
three rows of these crypts. 


In the middle row are only two. 


These are intended for the remains of 
"Pittsburg Phil" and his mother. Side 
by side their remains will lie. He is 
greatly devoted to his mother and will 
not be far separated from her even 
after death. 
The remainder of the 


crypts will receive the remains of other 


members and the closest relatives of 
the family^ The crypts are constructed 
of highly polished white Italian marble. 


Th" ceiling and floor are constructed 


of the same material as the crypts. The. 
interior 
has also been handsomely 


carved and decorated by an eastern 
sculptor. 


The outside of the tomb is very plain. 


The body is composed of huge slabs of 
Tennessee granite. At either side of the 
entrance aie two pillars of Barre gran- 
ite 20 inches square and extending to 
the top of the mausoleum. 


The entrance, through a beautiful 


bronze door of huge dimensions, is up a 
flight of eight broad marble steps, ap- 
proached over a long granite walk. 
Standing on either side of the entrance 
are two beautiful bronze urns four feet 
in height. 


The Licensing of 


Trotting Drivers. 


Opposition Is being fostered In the 


west against the licensing of drivers of 
trotting horses, but it is not so clear 
that the opposition has much existence 
in the direction in which it is said to 
be. The cry is that it is an unwarrant- 
ed hardship and an encroachment on 
the rights of the country folka who 
race their home bred horses at the local 
fairs. 


"This opposition," said a well known 


authority on trotting, "has but little ex- 
istence anywhere except in the minds 
and talk of those who see an opportu- 
nity to assist the American association 
at the expense of the National, which 
has already adopted the licensing rule. 
It is being made to appear as a great 
hardship, whereas it is nothing of the 
kind. Indeed it is my opinion that the 
very men who are the rallying aid of 
the objectors would be practically 
unanimous in voting for the rule. Its 
requirements are that the person wish- 
ing to drive must send on an applica- 
tion indorsed by the officials at the 
nearest track or the postmaster that 
the applicant is well known and the 
man he represents himself to be. Two 
photographs accompany the applica- 
tion, one of which is affixed to the cer- 
tificate issued by the association grant- 
ing the license. It strikes me that such

SPRING ANNOUNCED 


Col, Hogeland is Coming, 


The power of the press has again been 


demonstrated. 
THE TRANSCRIPT edi- 


torially advocated yesterday the securing 
of Col. Homeland of Louisville, the origi- 
nator of curfew ordinances, for an address 
in North Adams.
